The New Moderator 


Another ecclesiastical tragedy has 
been enacted before our eyes in the elec- 
tion of Dr. Henry Sloane Coffin as the 


‘Moderator of the Presbyterian Church 


in the U.S.A. In the May issue of Chris- 
tianity Today, published before the 155th 
General Assembly, Editor Samuel G. 
Craig pointed out clearly what it would 
mean to the Church if Dr. Coffin were 
elected. Dr. Coffin was one of the orig- 
inal signers of the “Auburn Affirmation,” 
which holds that five essential Scriptural 
doctrines need not be believed even by 
Presbyterian ministers. Since 1926 he 
has been president of Union Theological 
Seminary of New York City, which, as 
Dr. Craig says; “at least since 1917, ... 
has been the leading modernist Theo- 
logical Seminary in this country and the 
chief disseminator of German rational- 
istic criticism.” In a series of excerpts 
from Dr. Coffin’s writings quoted in 
Christianity Today one finds that he calls 
the Virgin Birth of our Lord “this un- 
scriptural exaggeration”; and concerning 
the Atonement, he declares that “cer- 
tain widely used hymns still perpetuate 
the theory that God pardons sinners be- 
cause Christ purchased that pardon by 


His obedience and suffering,” and that 
“Jesus on the way to Calvary” was “feel- 
ing His way to His Father’s will.” Is 
not this counting “the blood of the cove- 
nant ... an unholy thing,” and doing 
“despite . . . unto the Spirit of grace”? 
(Heb. 10:29.) And what mockery is 
this in the face of Paul’s charge to the 
Ephesian elders at Miletus “to feed the 
church of God, which he hath purchased 
with his own blood”! (Acts 20:28.) Much 
more could be said of the gravity of 
this step which has just been taken by 
the governing body of a Church that 
had such honorable beginnings. It must 
be a great grief to those within that 
communion who still believe the Word 
of God; and it is to be hoped it will 
arouse those who were lulled into think- 
ing that all was well in that Church. 
This is fresh evidence that the time has 
long since come “when they will not 
endure sound doctrime; but ... shall 

. heap to themselves teachers, hav- 
ing itching ears; and they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, and shall 
be turned unto fables” (2 Tim. 4:3, 4). 
And it is a new warning to “awake to 
righteousness, and sin not; for some have 
not the knowledge of God: I speak this’ 
to your shame” (1 Cor. 15:34). 


lll. Redemption by Power 


A side light on the Sunday school lessons, by Graham Gilmer, D.D. 


E HAVE been studying the first 

W twelve chapters of Exodus where 

we find redemption by the blood. 
God enters the slave market and pays 
the price of our redemption. We think 
primarily in that study of the work 
of the second Person of the Trinity. Our 
New Testament word in that study is 
agorazo. 

Now we have come to our second word, 
exagorazo. We take up the study of 
Exodus, chapters 14 to 18. Here we find 
the slaves taken off the market and they

are told that they are never to return 
to Egypt. We are now to keep our 
minds fixed chiefly on the work of the 
third Person of the Trinity. It is inter- 
esting to note that in the first seven 
chapters of Romans, which deal with 
redemption by the blood, the Holy Spirit 
is mentioned only once. In the eighth 
chapter of that book, which deals with 
redemption by power, the Holy Spirit 
is mentioned nineteen times. As we 
see God taking the Children of Israel 
off the slave market of Egypt, we see 
many illustrations of how He takes us 
off the slave market of this world. 


THe CONDITION OF THE REDEEMED 
(Chaps. 14 and 15) 


What is the onmaer® one who has 
just been purc in the slave mar- 
ket? It is interesting to compare the 
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condition of the Children 6f Israel when 
they have just had redemption pictured 
to them by the type of the Passover, 
with our condition when ‘we are re- 
deemed “with the precious blood of 
Christ.” You might ask what right we 
have to make this comparison. We have 
the right that the Holy Spirit has given 
us. He makes this comparison in 1 Cor- 
inthians 10. In this chapter, which deals 
with the Christian jcurney, we have the 
illustration of the Children of Israel pass- 
ing through the sea, and thus- taken for- 
ever off the slave market of Egypt. They 
were baptized into Moses; we are bap- 
tized into Christ.- They ate of the spir- 
itual meat; we feed upon Christ. They 
drank of that spiritual Rock that fol- 
lowed ‘them, and that Rock was Christ. 
Surely ‘we have abundant reason for 
making this comparison. 

Let us turn back to Exodus and begin 
making this comparison, thinking of the 
condition of the slaves redeemed then, 
thinking also of the condition of the 
slaves redeemed now, For Israel,” life 
teally began when they found themselves 
sheltered by the blood. In Exodus 12:2 
we read, “This month shall be ‘unto you 
the beginning of months.” Surely you 
have only begun to live when you have 
been born again. When the Children 
of Israel found themselves sheltered un- 
der the blood they were told that they 
must be ready for the journey. They 
were to eat the Passover with their loins 
girded, with their shoes on their feet, 
with their staff in hand, and they were 
to eat it in haste (12:11). How often in 
the New Testament the Christian jour- 
ney is likened to a race! “Let us run 
with patience the race that is set before 
us.” As they no longer belonged to 
the slave market of Egypt, so are we 
running from the present order of things. 


We come now to that which is most 
important in this section. God came to 
be with His people. “The Lord went 
before them by day in a pillar of cloud, 
to.lead them the way; and by night in 
a pillar of fire, to give them light; to go 
by day and night: he took not away fhe 
pillar of the cloud by day, nor the pillar 
of fire by night, from before the -peo- 
ple.” S. D. Gordon used to-say that. this 
was the best illustration of the work of 
the Holy Spirit he could find. God was 
with His people who were journeying on 
toward the Promised Land. It is more 
than an illustration, it is a real fore- 
shadowing of the truth. Which one of 
the persons of the Trinity do we find 
here? .We do not have to guess; for 
one part of the Bible explains another. 
“Then he remembered the days of old, 
Moses and his people, saying, Where is 
he that brought them up out of the sea 
with the shepherds of his flock? where 
is he that put his holy Spirit. in the 
midst of them?” (Isa, 63:11,:R.V.) We 
have then our..question answered. Of 
course, the Holy Spirit was not with 
them as. wonderfully as He is with us in 
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this dispensation: Hé indwells every 
Christian today. This is, however, a 
foreshadowing of this great truth. This 
section of Exodus reminds us most of 
the work of the Holy Spirit. Israel was 
taken off the slave market of Egypt 
by His power. He is offering to exert 
His power to take you off the slave 
market. Of course, as soon as we are 
sheltered under the blood we are kept 
by His power. We are taken by His 
power toward the Promised Land. 

Surely we have something to make 
us wpjoice! Let us turn back to Exodus 
and see the joy of the rede2med in the 
fifteenth chapter of Exodus. It is here 
that we have the first record of singing. 
A people redeemed from the slave mar- 
ket cannot help but want to sing. Some 
of us are not yet able to express this 
longing to the delight of others but when 
we get to the Promised Land we are 
going to sing the song of Moses and the 
Lamb (Rev. 15:3). 


THE JOURNEY OF THE REDEEMED 
(Chaps. 16 to 18) 


As we begin the study of the journey, 
it is well for us to glance ahead at the 
end which the Lord had in view. He 
was bearing Israel on eagles’ wings and 
bringing them unto Himself (Exod. 19: 
4). Of course that is what He is still 
doing for the redeemed. Inasmuch as 
all of these things that happened unto 
the Children of Israel were ensamples 
(types), we should be looking at their 
experiences to find illustrations of our 
own experience. The Holy Spirit went 


_with Israel on the wilderness journey. Our 


experience should be far more wonderful. 
He dwells in our very bodies as so many 
temples. He gives us the resources to 
conquer as we make the journey. 

The first experience that Israel en- 
countered in the journey was that of 
trial and sorrow. Immediately they were 
led into the wilderness, We must re- 
member that the wilderness is not a 
pleasant place. They went three days 
and found no water (15:22). At last 
they came to the waters of Marah, but 
they were bitter. It was only when the 
Lord showed Moses a particular tree that 
the. bitter waters were made sweet. The 
tree, when cast into the waters, took 
away the bitterness. 

Surely, dear soul, this ts an example 
of what you have encountered. There 
have been plenty of such experiences 
in your pilgrim journey. James says 
(1:2) that you should count it all joy 
when you have many temptations, — 
trials. We are learning our wilderness 
lesson when we can say with Paul, 
“Most gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon. me” (2 Cor. 12:9). 
When I think of that tree cast into the 
bitter waters of Marah, I think of a tree 
that stood on Calvary. “Hereunto were 


ye called: because Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow his steps” .(1 Pet. 2:21). 
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Tf Paul and Silas sang in the Philippian 
jail, surely we should sing even by the 
waters of Marah. 

But. this is not all. Israel “came: to 
Elim, where were twelve wells of water,

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to save “a goodly child” | 
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Faith and Providence at Work 


When trust and ingenuity joined. hands 
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‘born, was hid three months by 

his parents, because they saw 
he was a goodly child” (Heb. 11:23, 
R.V.). Here is a marvelous example of 
faith going to work amid dark circum- 
stances, and of God going to work in 
response. 

Certainly the circumstances were dark. 
Israel was an alien and an oppressed 
race. The day of their favor in Egypt 
had passed. A new dynasty had arisén, 
and the present Pharaoh had no regard 
for the Israelites except to retain them 
for exploitation. At the same time, he 
was anxious over their rapid increase. 
He sees in them possible fifth columnists 
in some future war, so he strives to de- 
crease their numbers and power by rig- 
orous measures. He puts them under 
severe, forced labor, causing them to 
serve “with rigour.” But they continue 
to increase in spite of that. Then Phar- 
aoh decides on the cruel policy of hav- 
ing every male infant born to Israelite 
parents killed. And during that dark 
hour of Israel’s history Moses was born. 


The Light of Faith in Moses’ Home 


But dark though the hour, there was 
light in the home in which he was born, 
—the light of a clear, unwavering faith 


“Bi FAITH Moses, when he was 


-in God. Moses was born of believing 


parents. Long association with Egyptian 
custom had corrupted many Israelites, 
but in this home there was a faithful 
pair, true to God, and trusting in God. 
So we read, “By faith Moses, when he 
was: born, was hid three months by his 
parents, because they saw he was a 
goodly child.” 

Thus, when Moses was born, in a time 
of great peril, faith went to work. His 
parents were not daunted by the royal 
edict. Their eye was not on Pharaoh, but 
on the living God. Behind Pharaoh was 
Satan, using the ruler to try to extermi- 
nate the people through whom God was 
working for the redemption of man. But 
Moses’ parents, fearing God, were de- 
livered from the fear of Pharaoh. The 
cure of fear, you see, is faith, — faith 
in the living God. That is something 
to. remember in days like these, for there 
are many whose hearts fail them for 
fear of the things that are coming to 
pass. Moses’ parents were not afraid, 
because they were trusting God. They 
could have said, as David later did, “The 
Lord is my light and my salvation; 
whom shall I fear?” (Psa. 27:1.) Or, as 
we read in the New Testament, “He 
[God] hath said, I will never leave thee, 
nor forsake thee. So that we may boldly 


If you are to teach the Sunday 
school lesson for July 11, on “God 
Calls a Leader,” you will find in this 
article a useful background study on 
the earliest days of Moses.

say, ... I will not fear what man shall 
do unto me” (Heb. 13:5, 6). When faith 
goes to work, fear flees away. 

We should notice, too, that faith is not 
inconsistent with the use of means. Some 
have imagined that it is, and thus fallen 
into grievous error. But these parents 
whose faith is so commended in the 
Scripture and was so honored by God, 
had a faith that turned to such means 
as were at hand. 

First, they used secrecy, keeping the 
child hidden as long as they could. Then 
they used ingenuity. They knew it was 
the custom of the princess to bathe at a 
certain place in the river; they there- 
fore decided on an ingenious plan. They 
constructed a floating cradle, put the 
child in it, setting it and its precious 
freight in the reeds of the river’s brink 
where it might be seen by the princess 
and her maidens. They hoped the prin- 
cess would investigate, would be moved 
to pity, and would befriend the babe and 
so the little life might be spared. Such 
was the plan that faith devised. And 
as it was planned, so it was done. The 
cradle was made, the child placed in it, 
and the sister instructed to watch. All 
this was the use of means, But behind 
it was faith. In and through all was fre- 
liance upon God. When Jochebed laid 
her precious boy in the floating cradle 
she was resting him in the hands of 
God. All possible means faith could use 
for the child’s protection having beén ex- 
hausted, faith then quietly waited upon 
God, and left the outcome with Him. 

Nor was faith’s action in vain. The 
outcome was Moses’ romantic rescue, and 
his adoption by the princess. Thus 
faith triumphed. 


God’s Response to Human Faith 

When faith went to work, then God 
went to work. For He always works 
in response to faith like this. The whole 
story is a picture of human faith and 
divine Providence at work, of faith call- 
ing forth God’s special providential care. 
And here we may see a number of things 
for our encouragement.

There is here the reality of God’s spe- 
cial providence. You will not find a 
word about God in the Exodus record 
of this incident (Exod. 2:1-10), but you 
cannot read the story without seeing that 
God was there controlling in all things. 
He turned the cruel edict of the king 
to the advantage of the very child who 
was to lead Israel out of Egyptian op- 
pression. For it was a great advantage 
for Moses to be brought up in the court, 
and have the best education and training 
Egypt could provide. It was part of his 
preparation for his lifework. But apart 
from Pharaoh’s edict he would not have 
been exposed, Pharaoh’s daughter might 
never have seen him, and he might have 
missed the advantages she could give 
him and the fitness they gave him for 
leadership. Yes, God was there in all 
that happened, exercising His own direc- 
tion and care. God’s special providence 
in the interests of His own cause and 
people is a glorious reality. 


Divine Guidance of a Heathen Princess 


Then, too, see here how much may 
hang on little things. Little is much 
when God is in it. “If ever God was in 
any thing,” wrote C.H.M. in his “Notes 
on the Book of Exodus,” “he was in this 
walk of Pharaoh’s daughter, though she 
knew it not.” He then points out that 
had anything hindered her, as might 
easily have happened, the child might 
have died of hunger and exposure, or 
have been found by some unfriendly, 
Egyptian and cast into the Nile. Or, 
had the child not been in tears when 
the princess saw him, she might not 
have been moved to rescue and adopt 
him. Thus the most trifling things may 
turn out to be most important links in 
some chain of events by which God 
carries out some great design. Surely, 
if He can so contro! and overrule in im- 
portant trifles, where the people con- 
cerned have no desire or intent to fulfill 
God’s purposes, how much more certain 
it is that.He can and will do the same 
in the lives of us who look to Him to 
guide us into all His will! 

Another word to lay to heart here is 
that the plans of the wicked are turned 
against themselves. Satan’s own weapon, 
the edict of Pharaoh, is turned against 
both Pharaoh and Satan. God knows how 
to make the wrath of man to praise Him. 
He did it on this occasion. The edict 
was so turned against the royal tyrant 
as to bring about the very exodus he 
wished to prevent. And what is more, 
the hand that frustrated the designs of 
Pharaoh was that of his own daughter! 
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The one child of all others that Phar- 
aoh most needed to destroy-was spared, 
and spared through Pharaoh’s daughter. 
She little knew she was helping to carry 
out the purpose of the God of the He- 
brews that day. Nor that by this help- 
less, crying baby. God would some day 
shake Egypt to its center, as C.H.M. has 
put it. Yet so it was, and God is here 
seen turning the wicked designs of an 
earthly tyrant against himself. 

That ought to help us to possess our 
souls in patience today, -before the 
wicked designs that evil men strive to 
put into effect. God is-still on His 
throne. For His trusting people, and for 
His own. cause and Kingdom, God ‘can 
and does bring good out of evil.- . 

Then, there is another thing to ab- 
serve, and that is how God: delights :to 
work in response to- faith “exceeding 
abundantly above all: that we ask. or 
think.” ‘Perhaps all that ‘Moses’. parents 
dared pray for was that the life of their 
child should be spared. But see: haw 
much more God did. That very day: He 
restored Moses to:his mather, under the 
protection of the princess. She thus had 


the. joy. of.continuing to nurse_the -child = =~ 


at her own bosom. More than that, 
God makes Moses the adopted son of the 


princess, with all the advantages that -- 


went therewith and with a view to mak- 
ing him ready to be Israel’s deliverer 
from suffering and bondage. Here then 
is God, doing not according to their faith, 
but exceeding abundantly above all that 
they asked or thought. And this God is 
our’God, the God of all believers, for- 
ever and forever, ready still to work 
in response to our faith with blessing 
far beyond our petition or our thought. 
“Blessed is the man that trusteth in him” 
(Psa. 34:8). 

And woe to the man that trifles with 
Him!. For a God such.as -this is not 
to be trifled with. Mighty Pharaoh. could 
not circumvent Him. Who are we. to 
think that we might do: so? No. one 
can set this God at defiance and win out. 
Ruin awaits all- who. set. themselves 
against the Most ‘High. ; 

But you say you have no ‘intention 
of doing that. You just want to’ live 
your own life, go your. own way,- not 
fighting God, but. yet, not: concerning 
yourself about Him either: Ah! but -we 
must concern ourselves with Him. In 
Him we live, and ‘move; and -have our 
being. To Him every one of us must:give 
an account for the deeds done-in the 
body. . We dare not defy Him. -We-can- 
not avoid or evade Him. We can and 
we should trust, love, and serve Him. 

God here appears - as.. abundantly 
worthy of our confidence, our devotion, 
and our service. And in-our own life, 
in many kind providences He has been 
wooing us. Perhaps the fact that you 
are reading these lines is a providence 
of God designed to draw you to Him. 
You may have picked up this. paper “by 
chance,” but God. was in that “chance.” 
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. An -English ‘Christian worker was 
called to see a dying woman. and found 
her rejoicing in. Christ.. He asked how 
she had found the Lord. “By .reading 
that,” she replied, handing’him a piece 
of torn paper. It was from an.American 
paper, and contained an extract from one 
of Spurgeon’s sermons. “Where did you 
find this newspaper?” asked the worker. 
“It was wrapped around a parcel sent 
me from Australia,” came the reply. 
Think of it! A sermon preached in 
England, conveyed to. America and then 
to Australia, and then. back to England 
to save a soul ! 

There will be some e great stories, many 
of them, to be recounted after this war 
of how people have béen uprooted and 
moved here, there, and everywhere just 
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that they might find Christ, that the 
contact might be made and the experi- 
ences occur that would bring: them into 
a; saving relationship. with the Lord 
Jesus.

Il. His Death an Exact Fulfillment 
of Prophecy 


NOTHER factor that adds much 

to an understanding of: the unique 
significance of the death ‘of Christ 
Jesus, and which must: always be re- 
membered, is that’ it was in exact 
accord with prophecy. The two Old Tes« 
tament prophetic passages which so mar- 
velously portray the death of the Mes- 
siah were both written over 600 years 
before the évent took place, and in them- 
selves constitute ‘one: of the strongest 
limes of evidence for thé divine inspira- 
fon of « fie. Old Testament writers. 


1. Psaum 22 >* 


tthe first of these passages’ is the 
Twenty-second Psalm.. This Psalm was 
written by David and-gives-an account 
of the Crucifixion: in almost photographic 
detail, portraying: the Ioneliness~ and 
agony of the sufferer and the scorn -and 
hatred of -His persecutors. In. its opens 
ing verses this Psalm contains the very 
words of the cry of agony that fell from 
the Lord’s lips ds He hung onthe cross. 
It portrays the darkness that fell over 
all the land. It<pictures the reproaches 
that were -hurled upon Him by Both the 
people and thd rulers, again containing 
the very words that were “used -by the 
priests as-they- scoffed at-His sufferings 
(vs. 7, 8). The dislocation of the sheul- 
ders, the extreme €xhaustion, and the 
awful thirst’ (vs; 10-14),- which were 
characteristics of the ‘sufferings of all 
those who were crucified; the driving 


of the nails-in His hands and feet (v, 


16), the:stripping of His garments from © 


Him,,.and the casting of lots for them by 
the soldiers (vs. 17, 18), all are set forth 
im exact detail, and furnish one of the 
most remarkable illustrations of the way 
in which the Holy Spirit guided the 
minds and pens of the writers of the 
Old Testament in the revelation of God’s 
purposes, especially as they concerried 
the. coming of His Son to fulfill by His 
death. the eternal councils of the God- 
head. That which makes the above des 
scription still more remarkable is that 
in David’s time the custom of death by 
crucifixion had not been -heard of, and 


did not come into existence until at. least. 


200 years later. 


| 2. ISAIAH 53 

“The other of these wonderful passages 
is that contained in the closing para- 
graph of the fifty-second chapter and 
the entire fifty-third chapter of Isaiah. 
This is often referred to as that section 
of the Old Testament which sets forth 
the Gospel more clearly than any other. 
In this the vicarious suffering of the 
Servant, His: death both with and for 
sinners, and His burial in a rich man’s 
tomb are.all most graphically and beau- 
tifully set forth. 

This consideration, though very brief, 
has been sufficient to show that the death 
of.Jesus Christ stands out as unique in 
the way in which it was not only .defi- 
nitely foreseen by Jesus Christ Himself 
from the beginning.of His ministry, but 
was-also the .goal of His life, to which 
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He worked and which He réalized as 
being absolutely essential to the: fulfill- 
ment of His divine mission. Not only 
so; it was an essential part of God’s 
eternal plan and program for Him and 
was prophesied in detail over 600 yeers 
before it took place. 


III. The Miraculous Elements ’ 


One other phase of this subject which 
sets apart the death of Christ. Jesus. as 
‘unique, and which must not be passed 
over without mention at this time, is the 
miraculous elements that characterized it. 
There are four of these, .all of which 
signified that an event of tremendous 
importance was taking place. 


1. THe Darkness (Matt. 27:45) 


The Gospel accounts all agree as to 
the darkness that covered the land from 
noon until three in the afternoon, during 
the latter part of the time in which the 
Lord was hariging on the cross.. As has 
often been pointed*»ut by commentators, 
this darkness could not have been caused 
by an eclipse of the sun, for the Pass- 
over always fell at the time of the full 
moon, when a solar eclipse would be 
an utter impossibility. It appears as 
though God had finally taken the Jewish 
people at their word. Again and again 
they had' demanded of Jesus Christ that 
He give them a sign so that they might 
believe, and He had always refused them, 
Now, the Father, in the hours during 
which the life of Him who had come 
as the Light of the world was ebbing out, 
gave such an unmistakable sign that 
none could any longer have any excuse 
for failing to accept Him as the Son 
of God. 


2. THe EARTHQUAKE (Matt. 27:51) 


The earthquake that took place at the 
moment when the spirit of Christ Jesus 
was taking its flight was miraculous as 
to its time, its extenj, and its degree. 
As to time: it occurred at the, moment 
of His death, as though nature itself 
was convulsed at the enormity of the 
crime of men in putting to death the 
One who was the Lord of life. As to 
extent: the cross itself was unaffected 
and the Temple also remained undis- 
turbed, although the veil within it was 
rent. As to degree: certain graves of 
some of the saints were opened, although 
nothing is recorded of any damage be- 
ing wrought in the city: 


3. THe Ver Rent (Matt. 27:51) 


The heavy veil that hung in the Tem- 
ple between the holy place and the 
holy of holies, barring entrance into the 
latter place in which stood the ark of 
the covenant, signified that the way info 
the very presence of God was _ closed, 
The high priest, and he alone, once a 
year on the Day of Atonement might 
enter into the presence of God for the 
purpose of making atonement for the sins 
of the nation. On the afternoon when 
the supreme sacrifice was being made 
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“once for all,” ‘just as the offering was 
being consummated, the great veil was 
rent from top to bottom, showing that 
it ‘could- not have been the: work of 
human hands; and before the amazed 
eyes of the priests who were then en- 
gaged in the preparation of the evening 
sacrifice, the- massive folds swung back, 
exposing ‘to view the sacred ark. Thus 
was signified to all that now the way 
into the holiest had been made manifest 
(Heb. 9:8, 19, 20, 23-26), and that the 
way into God’s holy presence was now 
oper to all who would enter in through 
faith in Christ Jesus as their perfect 
Saviour. 


4. Tue RESURRECTION oF THE SAINTS 
(Matt. 27:53) 

The fourth miraculous element con- 
nected with ‘the death of Jesus Christ 
was the rising from the dead of those 
saints whose graves had been opened 
by the earthquake. This had resulted in 
rolling back from the mouths of their 
tombs the great stones that had blocked 
them. Matthew tells us that these saints

» Times are familiar with the inspir- 
ing story of The Gideons, the organiza- 
tion of Christian traveling men which 
originated and for years has been carry- 
ing out the plan of placing a Bible in 
every hotel room in the country. That 
story has been told more than once in 
these pages. The Gideons have not yet 
reached all hotels. But they have suc- 
ceeded in placing thousands of copies 
of the Book—each containing sugges- 
tions .as to chapters to be read under 
various conditions. Marvelous stories 
have been told of the way these Bibles 
have been used in transforming the 
lives of the careless and the troubled. 
But the whole story will never be told; 
it is one of the things written only in 
the Lamb’s Book of Life. 

Some older readers will recall the 
placing of Bibles in other public places. 
Back in the seventies and the early 
eighties of the last century, in each day 
coach on many American railways, there 
were, fixed to the sides of the car, bronze 
grilles, each of which contained a copy 
of the Bible. On the face of each grille, 
in gilded letters, was the information 
and the invitation: 








BIBLE 
READ AND 
RETURN 
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came forth after the resurréction and 
appeared in the city to many. They 
were the first fruits of the death of 
Jesus Christ, and became an evidence 
of the victory over death that He had 
accomplished for all who trusted in Him. 

The centurion in charge of the cruci- 
fixion was so deeply impressed with 
what he had witnessed, both in the 
earthquake and darkness, and also in 
the calm demeanor and the wonderful 
spirit of forgiveness and love that had 
been exhibited by Jesus Christ, that his 
verdict was, “Truly this was the Son 
of God” (Matt. 27:54). The fact that 
this man, who was undoubtedly callous 
to human suffering and brutalized “by 
constantly witnessing it, was neverthe- 
less forced to such a conviction, is but 
another link in the chain of evidence 
furnished by the death of the Lord Jesus 
that points unmistakably to the conclu- 
sion that on the cross at Calvary there 
hung, not merely the greatest and best 
of men, but the divine Son of God 
Himself.

That grille, with its helpful invitation, 
will be recalled by many who traveled 
in these coaches. What marvelous struc- 
tures they were, with the open plat- 
forms, the old-fashioned couplings, the 
swaying bell rope centered above the 
aisle, indicating so crazily the rough- 
ness of the track, the coal stove at either 
end, the decorated ceilings that seemed 


such a necessary part of the up-to-date © 


coach ! 

Not long ago I sought to learn the 
origin of this Bible-placing custom. J. 
J. Pelley, president of the Association 
of American Railroads—who, by the 
way, was a freight clerk at Anna, II1, 
whetre the writer was apprentice in a 
country newspaper office, — suggested 
that I seek information from Mr. Daniel 
Willard, for many years president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
one of the railroads in whose cars Bibles 
were ‘placed. And here is the informa- 
tion received: 

Mr. Philip E. Thomas, first president 
of the B. & O., was also at one time presi- 
dent of the Maryland Bible Society. How- 
ever, there is no record of Bibles being 
used on our trains until after the Civil 
War. We havea copy of the Bible used 
for that purpose in our office at Balti- 
more at the present time, which was 
printed by the-American Bible Society 
in 1873, on the inside cover of which was 
the following notice: 

“This book has been presented to this 
Railroad Company by the American Bible 
Society, for the use of Passengers, and 
having been placed upon this car by the 
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consent of the President and Directors, 

» is entrusted to the employees of the Com- 
pany, who will see that it is always ac- 
cessible to the Passengers, and kept in the 
rack when not in use. 


“(Signed) Taos. R. Suanp, 
“Master of Transportation.” 

An examination of the files of the 
Bible Society Record of the American 
Bible Society, New York City, reveals, 
in the number for June, 1873, an article 
by the Rev. Eugene H. Pierce, entitled 
“Apostolate of the Railway.” This arti- 
cle tells of “an unprofitable servant” 
who knelt in his office at the close of 
a bleak day in March, 1870. He had 
just returned from a railway journey, 
and he thanked God for deliverance from 
danger. And as he thought of the 
crowded train and the presence there of 
much unprofitable literature, he turned 
to the forty-ninth chapter of Isaiah. 
Verse 11 gave him.a vision of changed 
conditions on the railways of the land: 
“And I will make all my mountains a 
way, and my highways shall be exalted.” 
Then was born what became the Rail- 
way Plan of the American Bible Society, 
to encourage Bible reading on the trains 
of the land, “to preach in place of peril, 
to reach emigrants and railway em- 
ployees.” 

The Annual Report of the Bible So- 


~ ciety for 1871 gave credit to Mr. Pierce 


for the inception of a plan which al- 
ready had placed Bibles on évery rail- 
road in the States. This was merely a 
rebirth and broadening of the earlier 
sporadic idea of placing copies of the 
Bible in many railway stations. Even 
before the day of railways the Pony Ex- 
press of the middle years of the last 
century had tthe habit; each rider was 
given a small Bible, and copies were 
placed in the stations of the Overland 
Mail Company. 

In the Historical Collection of the 
American Bible Society there is a large 
size copy of the Gospels and The Acts, 
bound in black leather, with the inscrip- 
tion on the cover: 

“Presented by the American Bible So- 
ciety to the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad 
Company” (now the Cincinnati-St.Louis 
section of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road). Inside is a label which reads, 
“Not to be removed from the car.” Then 


follows the statement: “This book has — 


been presented to this Railroad Company 
by the American Bible Society, for the 
use of Passengers, and having been placed 
upon this car by the consent of the Presi- 
dent* and Directors, is entrusted to the 
employees of the Company, who will see 
that it is always accessible to the Pas- 
sengers, and kept in the rack when not 
in use.” 

A pari of the plan, as originally out- 
lined, was to have weekly inspections, 
at railway termini, ‘by agents of the 
Society or of the auxiliary society at 
that place, with regular reports to the 
district agent. 

The Bible Society’s report for 1873 
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gave an account of the work in a single 
state, Maryland: 

“The Company readily aided and en- 
couraged this work by’ providing hand- 
some racks, put up in conspicuous places 
in the cars, to hold the books, and 
authorizing the use of the name of its 
chief officer to be inscribed on the books 
as protection against their abstraction. 
The racks are made with the words 
‘Bible! Read and Return,’ in raised gilt 
letters on a dark blue background. The 
books for each coach consist of the Bible 
in two volumes, and the small pica New 
Testament and Psalms in two volumes. 
Copies of the brevier Bible with like in- 
scription have also been furnished, suffi- 
cient to place one in each baggage, mail, 
express, and caboose cars, for the use 
of the employees on all passengér, 
freight, and coal trains. 190 coaches and 
245 other cars have been thus supplied 
—four volumes to the former and one 
to the latter—requiring 1,005 volumes. 
The Western Maryland Railroad has 
been supplied in like manner, and the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington, and Baltimore 
Railroad Company is preparing the racks 
and will soon be supplied.” 

In 1874 a letter was sent to the presi- 
dents and directors of other leading rail- 
roads, offering to supply four volumes 
for each coach and one for each caboose, 
if the company would provide the racks. 
Replies from 66 roads led to the supply- 
ing of more than thirteen hundred addi- 
tional cars with a total of 3,484 volumes. 

In 1873 it was reported that only from 
ten to fifteen per cent of the books dis- 
appeared. But there were printed many 
moving incidents which told of help 
given by these Bibles on trains. 


The pioneer railroad to welcome the_ 


plan was the Louisville & Nashville Rail- 
road, and to the superintendent of the 
lines in Western Kentucky belongs the 
credit for giving the first welcome to 
the idea. This was in 1870. . The first 
manufacturer of the receptacles was J. 
Williamson & Co. of Louisville, who an- 
nounced their purpose to send a sample 
of this work to the World’s Fair, in 
Vienna, as an indication of Kentucky 
enterprise. 





But why was such a good custom dis- 
continued? Today Puliman cars have 
hotel guides. These are important and 
helpful.

and threescore and ten palm trees: and 
they encamped there by the waters” 
(Exod. 15:27). 

We also have our times of joy so great 
that we can scarcely contain ourselves. 
Truly there are many times,—that is, 
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if we are really allowing the Spirit to 
have control,— when we sit down at a 
feast of joy by the springs of Elim and 
under its palm trees. Do not make the 
mistake Israel made and murmur when 
things do not go just as you have plan- 
ned. Our God knows every step of the 
wilderness. He knows when we need 
Marah and when we need Elim. He is 
guiding. Our days cannot reach us un- 
til they have passed His inspection. 

Next, we find Israel feasting on the 
manna. Out in the wilderness they 
gathered each day this strange food. 
They called it manna: for they wist not 
what it was. It was like coriander seed, 
white; and the taste of it was like wafers 
made with honey. They gathered it 
every morning, every man according to 
his eating. Thus was Israel given 
strength for each day of the wilderness 
journey. 

We know that here we are studying a 
type of Christ. “My Father giveth you 
the true bread frém heaven. For the 
bread of God is he which cometh down 
from heaven, and giveth life unto the 
world” (John 6:32, 33). Again He said, 
“TI am the bread of life: he that cometh 
to me shall never hunger; and he that 
believeth on me shall never thirst” (John 
6:35). If we only had the space, we 
could compare the manna that came each 
day (the Lord Jesus in His humiliation) 
with the “hidden manna” (Christ in 
glory, Rev. 2:17). The type of this “hid- 
den manna” was found in the ark of the 
covenant, hidden away in the pot in the 
holy of holies. It was in the very pres- 
ence of God. It is intended today that 
we should be strengthened by the One 
who sits at the right hand of the Father, 
and who has all power in Heaven and in 
earth. 

Let us press on in the wilderness jour- 
ney. We need to drink of that Rock 
which followed Israel, for that Rock was 
Christ (1 Cor. 10:4). When the people 
thirsted for water, Moses cried unto the 
Lord (Exod. 17:3, 4). The Lord stood 
before him there upon the rock in Horeb. 
When Moses struck the rock water came 
out of it. Later on in Numbers 20:5 
we find that the people thirsted again. 
This time Moses and Aaron gathered 
together the congregation before the 
rock. Moses was told to speak to it and 
the thirst-quenching water would come 
forth. The Lord was angry when he 
struck the rock this time. 

What a lesson for us! The first rock, 
tsur, was one upon which they stood. 
It represented -the Lord Jesus in His 
humiliation when He was struck with 
the rod of God’s judgment. The second 
rock, sela, an entirely different word, was 
high and lifted up. It-is this word that 
David used when he sang, “The Lord 


is my rock, and my fortress, and my ' 


deliverer” (2 Sam. 22:2). The people 
stood before this rock as it towered over 
them. No wonder the Lord was angry

The Lesson as. a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


Tex biography of Moses divides into 
three periods of forty years each. 
First, his life in Egypt; second, his 
experience in the wilderness as a refu- 
gee from the vengeance of Pharaoh; 
and, third, his leadership of Israel from 
Egypt to the borders of Canaan. Some- 
one has well said, “He spent forty years 
learning the wisdom of Egypt, the next 
forty unlearning it and learning the wis- 
dom of God, and the last forty proving 
the power and wisdom of God as the 
leader of Israel’s hosts.” 

Though brought up as the son of Phar- 
aoh’s daughter, his own mother had un- 
doubtedly instructed him as to his true 
nationality and taught him concerning 
the Messianic hope. Because of this, his 
heart went out to his own people, and 
in the energy of the flesh he essayed to 
deliver them in his own way, before 
God’s time had come for him to assume 


the position of leadership among them. 
This effort ended in failure. “He sup- 
posed his brethren would have under- 
stood how that God by his hand would 


. deliver them: but they understood not” 


(Acts 7:25). Fleeing from Egypt to 
Midian, to escape the vengeance of Phar- 
aoh, he allied himself by marriage with 
Jethro, a priest of that people, who evi- 
dently worshiped the true God. Becom- 
ing a shepherd, he apparently put from 
him all thought of delivering Israel, un- 
til he met God at the burning bush and 
received his divine commission to go to 
Pharaoh and present Jehovah’s demands. 
Reluctant at first, because of self-dis- 
trust, he needed special encouragement 
to undertake his perilous mission. He 
was as backward now as he had been 
forward previously. These forty years 
had taught him self-distrust. He needed 
yet to learn what is meant by implicit 
confidence in God. Jehovah promised to 
be with him in the great undertaking 
committed to him, and He declared that 
in due time the delivered people would 
gather with him at the very place where 
the Lord had appeared to him: Mount 





Horeb, in the wilderness of Sinai, where 
in due time the Word of God was ful- 
filled and the Law given. 


The Historical Setting 


The bondage of the Israelites in Egypt 
was prolonged during the reigns of sev- 
eral Pharaohs. He who was on the 
throne when Moses slew the Egyptian 
(Exod, 2:12) died and was succeeded by 
one whose hatred of these people and 
contempt for Jehovah, their God, was 
unmitigated. It was during his reign that 
the Lord appeared to Moses in Mount 
Horeb, after his forty years of voluntary 
exile had expired. According to Ussher, 
this was in 1531 B.C., though other 
chronologies. differ as to this. 


Verse by Verse 


Exod. 3:1.—“Moses kept the flock of 
Jethro his father in law, ... and came 
to the mountain of God.” It is remark- 
able how many of God’s chosen servants 
were shepherds. As they learned how 
to care for the sheep, they were being 
trained for higher service, to shepherd 
the people of the Lord. The mountain’ 
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of God, or Horeéb, is in southwestern 
Arabia. It consists of a chain of great hills 
and mountains of which Sinai is the 
outstanding peak. 


Verse 2.—“The angel of the Lord ap- 
peared unto him in a flame of fire out 
of the midst of a bush... and the bush 
was not consumed.” It was a startling 
thing that attracted the attention of 
Moses: a flaming bush, yet no crackling 
of the stems, no consuming of the shrub 
itself. What a picture was this of Is- 
rael, as God foresaw them throughout 
the centuries, burning with terrible per- 
secution, yet never destroyed. It also 
suggests the sufferings of their Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus, who endured the fire 
of divine judgment against sin on the 
cross, yet was not consumed thereby. 
The angel of Jehovah was the preincar- 
nate Christ Himself. 


Verse. 3.—“I will now turn aside, and 
see this great sight.” To the amazed be- 
holder this was indeed a sight worth con- 
sidering. What could the explanation 
be? Why was the bush not burned? 
That it was miraculously preserved was 
evident, and in a similar way the Lord 
was to preserve His afflicted people. The 
same will be true in the time of their 


great distress in the day of tribulation. 


(Isa. 43:2). Just as, in Daniel’s day, the 
three Hebrew children passed through 
the sevenfold heated furnace and the 
smell of fire was not upon them (Dan. 
3:27), so will the Jewish remnant be 
preserved in the time of Jacob’s trouble 
(Jer. 30:7). Throughout all the centuries, 
no nation has endured such fires of af- 
fliction as Israel, but no power has been 
able to destroy them. 


Verse 4.—“God called unto him out of 
the midst of the bush.” That flame was 
like the Shekinah glory which was to ap- 
pear afterward over the mercy seat in 
the Tabernacle. It spoke of the visible, 
manifest presence of the divine holiness 
judging sin and purifying those who 
bowed before God in repentance. From 
the midst of the fire itself came the 
awe-inspiring voice of the Lord calling 
Moses by name. In reverence and hu- 
mility of spirit, he responded, saying, 
“Here am I.” 

Verse 5.—“‘The place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground.” The first les- 
son Moses had to learn was that of rev- 
erence in the presence of God. No les- 
son is more needed today. There is a 
levity among many Christians, and a 
frivolity even in approaching the Lord 
in prayer, that is most distressing to all 
sensitive souls. God has said He will 
be sanctified in them that come nigh Him 
(Lev. 10:3). A careless familiarity in 
addressing God, or a light, trifling man- 
ner of speaking of Him to others are 
both to be sedulously avoided. ‘Moses 
had to realize that it was a very solemn 
thing to stand in the divine vrésence. 
This was expressed by removing his 
*shoes. To the Orientals this answers to 
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removing the head covering among Oc- 
cidentals. : 

Verse 6.—“I am the God of thy father, 
the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob.” Fifteen cen- 
turies later, our blessed Lord referred 
to this as proof of the existence of the’ 
soul after the death of the body (Matt. 
22:32). Jehovah did not say He-had been 
the God of these patriarchs when they 
lived on earth, He. declared “I am” 
their God. And He is not the God of 
the dead, but of the living, for all (who 
have died as to the body) live unto Him. 
As Moses realized who it was before 
whom he stood, he wrapped his mantle 
about his face, for he feared to gaze 
with unveiled countenance upon the Holy 
One of Israel. ' 


Verse 7.—“The Lord said, I have 
surely seen . and have heard 
. . « for I know their sorrows.” God 
had been no indifferent spectator of the 
sufferings His people were enduring. He’ 
had looked carefully upon their afflic- 
tions. Their cries of anguish did not rise 
unheeded. He heard their complaints. 
His heart was moved toward them. He 
knew all that they were passing through. 

Verse 8.—“I am come down to deliver 
them.” Because of His deep concern, 
He was about to act in mighty power on 
their behalf. The time had come when 
He was going to deliver them from 
Egypt, free them from bondage, and bring 
them into a land of plenty, where they 
could serve Him in liberty and gladness. 

Verse 9.—“The cry of the children of 
Israel is come unto me: and I have seen 
the oppression.” They might have 
thought that their prayers were un- 
heeded, and that.God was indifferent to 
the oppression they were enduring. But 
it was not so. He had heard every sob, 
and every sigh was registered in Heaven. 
No indignity that the Egyptians visited 
upon them had been unseen by Him. 
He had taken notice of it all, and now 
the time had come for Him to intervene. 

Verse 10.—“I will send thee unto Phar- 
aoh, that thou mayest bring forth my 
people . . . out of Egypt.” This was 
Moses’ commission. That which, forty 
years before, he had attempted in his 
own way and in his own strength, was 
now to be accomplished in God’s way 
and by omnipotent: power, 
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Verse 11.—“Who am I, that I should 
bring - forth. the children of Israel out 
of Egypt?” _It was the question of a 
man.who had learned by painful and 
lengthy experience to distrust himself. 
The fires and ambition of youth had died 


down long since. Now he had no desire’ 


to attempt anything so strenuous as that 
to which God was calling him. He felt 


_his insufficiency for so great a task, but 


he .was to learn, as Paul did in a later 


‘day,, that. “our sufficiency is of God” 
. (2-Cor. 3:5). 


Verse’ 12.—“Certainly I will be with 
thee.” This should have been enough. 
God’s promise ought to have silenced 
every objection; for any man who is 
backed up by Him is in the majority, 


_no. matter what foes may rise up against 


him. We know that Moses was still 
fearful. It. took him some time to un- 
derstand that God asks nothing of any- 
one except as He gives the necessary 
power and ability to perform it. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


It is a great moment in the life of any 
man when he comes face to face with 
God, and is conscious of a commission 
from Him to undertake some particular 
line of service. This call is as real as 
conversion or the new birth. He who 
has thus been ordained of the Lord can 
never be happy again unless he is ohe- 
dient to the heavenly vision (Acts 26: 
19). To Moses, this call became the turn- 
ing point of his life, yet it came after 
eighty. years of the most varied and con- 
trasting experiences. Had he refused to 
accept the trust committed to him, his 
life would have ended in failure and 
obscurity. By responding to it, though 
— some hesitation, he became one of 

e outstanding personalities on the 
pages of Scripture and of secular his- 
tory. His name will be remembered 
with honor so long as the world lasts, 
and in eternity his reward is certain 
(Heb. 11:23-26).° Not only the people 
of Israel, but all the nations of the world 
are indebted to him for the testimony 
to the one living and true God he has 
left on record. Faith enabled him to 
triumph over the backwardness of the 
flesh and gave him grace and strength 
to take his divinely given place as 
leader, lawgiver, warrior, prophet, and 
type of our blessed Lord Himself (Deut. 
18: 15, 16),

When the king 
commanded all boy babies to be cast 
into the river, she obeyed. But before 
trusting him to the waters of the Nile 
she made for him an ark, or basket, of 
papyrus reeds, here called bulrushes. 
Surely that ark told of her faith ‘in 
Israel’s God! Nor was she disappointed. 
He so ordered all things that the babe 
was. discovered and rescued by the prin- 
cess royal before any harm had come:to 
it. ‘Then. by wonderful ‘providence, the 
réal mother was summoned to nurse ‘the 
child, whom the daughter of Pharaoh 
adopted. 

Fleshly Energy and the Call,of God. 
There can be no question but that the 
mother of Moses had instilled into his 
heart and mind a love for his own peo- 
ple, and given him to feel that it was 


‘his responsibility to help them in their ° 


‘difficult position. But Moses acted be- 
fore he was called by God and his first 
efforts ended in failure; When, after 
forty years in the school of God, the 


“university of the wilderness,” the voite .; 
of the Lord called him to become the 


deliverer of his people, the fiery energy 
of youth was gone. He was no longer a 


‘daring patriot ready to rally the people 


in revolt against Pharaoh. Now, afraid 
to trust himself, he was to learn in a 
‘new way the importance of relying upon 


the living God and moving at His com- 


mand. 


Applications and Summaries 

The burning bush, unconsumed by the 
fire, was a picture-parable setting forth 
‘God’s call for His people. No flames 
could destroy that which God would 
preserve. 

The backwardness of Moses at eighty 
is in striking contrast to his forward- 
hess at forty. He had learned to distrust 
‘himself. He needed to learn to count 
wholly upon God. . 


When God calls one to undertake any - 


mission, He gives the needed grace and 
power. Augustine well said, “God’s 
commandments are God’s enablings.”’ 

The Lord never asks anyone to under- 
take any work in his own strength. It 
is He who: plans the work and who sup- 
plies all that is required to carry it 
through to completion. Have we learned 
to be submissive to His will and depend- 
ent upon His strength?

God heard their prayer and was getting 
a leader ready to be their deliverer. 
First He had to save the baby’s life so 
he could grow up. The king had ordered 
them to throw all their baby boys into 
the Nile River. Can someone tell the 
class how Baby Moses was saved alive? 
How did Sister Miriam help? Why 
should God have planned for the prin- 
cess to be the one who would rescue 
this baby and want to keep him? Was 
it because she would be allowed to do 
whatever she wanted? Was it because 
she could give Moses the very best 
education possible in that land of wise 
men? — 

First Moses had a few years at home 
where he would be taught something 
about the true God by his mother. Then 
he went to live at court as the adopted 
son of the princess. A member of the 
royal family would have long hours of 
schooling with many subjects to study. 
If you look in Acts 7:22. you will find 
whether he was smart in school or not. 

Some of the things Moses learned at 
school were not true. For instance, the 
Egyptians taught that the earth was an 
egg flying around in space which hatched 
out by the heat of the sun, and that 
men hatched from white worms in the 
slime of the Nile. When Moses’ books 
did not agree with God’s word, Moses 
believed God. So he wrote in Genesis 
1, “In the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth,” and, “God cre- 
ated man in his own image.” 

When he was a boy, Moses probably 
did know what God was getting him 
ready for. Many a time his heart may 
have filled with anger to see an Egyp- 
tian beating one of his Hebrew people. 
He may have dreamed of the time when 
he would be .a-man. He would strike 
those cruel Egyptian officers! He would 
rescue his abused people! How could 
learning to read and write, doing arith- 
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metic, and studying science help him? 
However, he did his best in his studies 
and some of them helped his mind de- 
velop so that later God could use him in 
freeing, leading, and educating His péo- 
ple. 

God has a plan for your life, too, 
something of importance for you to do. 
You may not know what it is. But 
you want to be ready. Perhaps you can’t 
see what good there is in going to school 
day after day, when there are so many 
more interesting things to do. But-you 
will need an education. It is a part of 
God’s plan to get you ready for what 
He has for you to do. 

He may be giving you little tasks now 
that you may learn to be dependable 
for the bigger tasks ahead. You remem. 
ber that the Lord Jesus, when He was 
only twelve, caught a glimpse of His 
Father’s work and wanted to be about 
it. But God’s training even for Him 
included eighteen more years of life at 
home doing the ordinary. work there in 
obedience to His parents.

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For Primary Teachers

T’S a long step from Moses as a baby 

in a little basket to the Moses of 
today’s lesson, a man of almost eighty 
years of age. We think of him as old, 
but in those days, the span of. life was 
longer, and we are told that when he 
died at the age of one hundred and 
twenty, his strength was not gone nor 
his eye dim. ‘So,. at eighty, he was in 





his prime. God takes time for prepara- 
tion: Moses spent forty years at school 
in the court of’ the Egyptians, where 
he was later to meet Pharaoh in behalf 
of his péople; then he was. forty years 
in the land of Midian, leading the sheep 
over some of the same paths where he 
later led the entire nation of Israel. 

For practical teaching to the children, 
you can span this long gap between 
lessons easily by telling them that the 
baby had grown up to be a man. To 
the child of six, the age of a group of 
grownups makes very little difference. 
They are all very old. Moses had left 
the home of Pharaoh’s daughter, where 
he had been reared as her son, and had 
gone far, far away, out in the country, 
where he took care of the sheep. 

Now you have the background for to- 
day’s lesson. As he led his sheep along 
in search of food, he saw a strange thing. 
A bush was burning with fire, but it 
was not burned up — just blazing. 

He turned from his way, and went 
over to see this strange thing. Then God 
spoke to him out of the bush. And God 
called his name. “Moses, Moses.” And 
Moses answered and said, “Here am I.” 

Then God told him to take off his 
shoes, for the place where he stood was 
holy ground. God told him who He was, 
—the God of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; 
and Moses was afraid, and hid his face. 
Then God told him that He had seen 
how the Egyptians were abusing and 
mistreating the Children of ISrael, and 
that He wanted Moses to go back to 
Egypt and lead these people out of Egypt. 
He told him that when they had come 
out of Egypt, they should worship God 
in this very mountain where this burn- 
ing bush stood. 

God promised to go with Moses and 
give him power to do this work which 
was too great for a man to do. Moses 
was afraid, and began to make excuse. 
We'll hear more about this, and how 
God encouraged him, in next week’s 
lesson. 

Just now we want to talk about God’s 
call. God called Moses right out loud 
so he could hear. God is calling every 
One of you today in your hearts. He is 
Calling you to believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He may be calling some of you 
to go and do harder jobs for Him than 
the one to which He called Moses so 
long ago. But I know He is calling first 
to accept Christ, for you can do nothing 
for God until you do that. You will not 
hear Him calling you out loud, but softly, 
down in your heart. Are you going to 
answer Him as Moses did? “Here am I.” 


Some of the men who have gone far. 


away to tell the Chinese, and the Afri- 
cans, and the people of South America 
the story of Jesus Christ heard God call- 
ing them when they were little boys, 
and answered God, “Yes, Lord, here I 
am. I'll go.” Some of our great preach- 
ers were called when they were little 
boys. And some of the women who have 
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gone as missionaries knew God wanted 
them long before they were grown up. 
What are you going to answer when 
He calls you?

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: God’s Call. 

Discussion: Compare God’s call to Moses 
to His call to Abram, Joshua, Gideon, 
David, Saul of Tarsus, and others. 


Objective: “Speak [Lord]; for thy serv- 
ant heareth” (1 Sam. 3:10). 


AY, fellows, I believe that many of 

you, if not most of you, dovgn in 
your hearts would like to know just what 
God wants you to do with your life; 
and down in your hearts (though you 
may not be saying anything about it) 
you would like to answer that call and 
fulfill the plan God has made for your 
life. But with most youthful Christians 
there is for a time some honest doubt 
or speculation as to what. is the plan, 
and what course should be taken to 
prepare for it. In .other words, you 
would like to know for a certainty just 
what is God’s call to you. Many years 
ago I heard this answer given to the 
question, “What constitutes a _ call?” 
“First, a great need; next, your récog- 
nition of that need; and last, your abil- 
ity to meet that need.” That consti- 
tuted God's call. Sounds good; but there 
is a fatal defect in it. In fact, those 
three items constitute a very small part 
of the call. The biggest item is left out, 
and that is the clear and unmistakable 
witness of the Holy Spirit to your spirit 
that it is the thing that God wants you 
to do. 

Now here is presented in Exodus, chap- 
ter three, the call of God to Moses. No 
delegation came to Moses ‘there on “the 
backside of the desert” to tell him of the 
galling slavery being suffered by his 
brethren in Egypt (though he might have 
guessed or known something of it), and 
the sore need of a leader to bring them 
out of it; and surely Moses knew that, 
great as the need and persistent as might 
be the demand for his leadership, he 
had not the ability to discharge so colos- 
sal a task. Even: when he recognized 
God’s voice in. the call, he was over- 
come by a sense of his inability to meet 
the need. No, the call came to Moses 
by the voice of God out of the flaming 
bush. There was no one present but 
God and himself. There were no tabu- 
lations, no statistics; no emotional hu- 
man pleas. God first called Moses by 
name. There’ was no doubt as to whom 
He was speaking. Then God told him 
to take off his shoes, for he was on holy 
ground. There is no holier ground any- 
where than that where God makes 
known to you personally His holy will. 
Moses, stricken with awe by tue speak- 
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ing. presence of God, hid-his. face -in rev- 
erential: fear. God gave a very brief 
outline of the situation and His plan for 
the deliverance of His people, Israel; 
then He said, Moses, I am going to send 
you to Pharaoh that you may bring them 
forth.. Moses, appalled at the immensity 
of that task, cried out, “Who am I, that 
I should go unto Pharaoh, and that I 
should bring forth the children of Is- 
raél out of Egypt?” But God fully an- 
swered that difficulty by saying, “Cer- 
tainly I will be with thee.” 
See now, fellows, what constitutes a 
call of God. First, God speaks and there 
is no doubt of it. Second, He speaks 
to you; He calls your name in a way 
that: you cannot mistake. Third, He 
states in clear terms what He wants you

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to do now; not ‘tomorrow, next month, 
‘or next year, but now. Later details 
will be presented as they may be neces- 
sary or desirable.

How marvelously God directs a life, 
fashioning mistakes into steppingstones 
in the pathway of progress along which 
a more -effective future may be laid! 
God had a plan for the deliverance of 
His people that was far better than the 
weak, inadequate one of Moses; yet the 
Lord was going to use this same man 
whose spirit had been excited to wrong 
action. What a gracious and wonderful 
Saviour ! 

What makes a life great? Read biog- 
raphies and trace the course of events, 
noting how later things came to pass 
because of those which had gone before 
until the completed pattern of a useful 


life was brought forth. Trace in your | 


own life the things that God has used 
to prepare you for a fruitful service 
for Him, and seek to learn His will for 
you so that you will ever be turned 
in the direction He can approve. Moses 
did not know it, but the Lord had His 
hand-upon that life from the start. Trace 
Moses’ training for service: 

1. Educated by his mother in customs 
of the Hebrews, and things of God; by 
Egyptian teachers; and through contact 
with Egyptian society. 

2. Experienced in desert life and lore, 
and in the art of growing dependent 
upon God for companionship and counsel. 


3. Called to a definite task to be per- 
formed in God’s way, under God’s guid- 
ance.

UR topic this week is the first -in 
a series of three, which are in- 
tended to present evidences of Christian 
character. It is fitting that this first 
topic, setting forth the Christian’s de- 
pendence on God, should be accom- 
panied by a Messianic Psalm, one that 
is primarily a picture of the Lord Jesus 
as God’s obedient servant, for the Lord 
Jésus is our great example of depend- 
ence on God. He lived during His 
earthly ministry as He wants us to live 
now.. And -you'will remember. that He 
said repeatedly during His earthly life. 
that He did not His own will, but the 
will of the One who sent Him, and spake 
not His own words, but the words the 
Father had given Him. You will find it 
helpful to look up some of these evi- 
dences from the lips of the Lord Jesus 
of His dependency upon God. Read 
John 5:30; 6:38; 4:34; 8:26, 28; 12:49, 50; 
14:10. In the Fortieth Psalm, which is 
our Scripture lesson, the first, fourth, 
and the eighth verses, particularly, point 
to the absolute yieldedness of the Lord 
Jesus to the will of the Father, and téll 
of His supreme purpose and delight in 
doing the Father’s will and having His. 
law written in His heart.

The believer’s dependence on God will 
be refiected in his lack of anxiety over 
material needs. The Lord Jesus taught 
His disciples that God cares for the weak 
and helpless and insignificant things of: 
His creation such as the sparrows, the 
lilies of the field, and the grass, and that 
He will “much more” care for His chil- 
dren (Matt. 6:30)... Our great concern: 


is that we seek first the Kingdom of God 
and His righteousness and then trust our:

Heavenly Father to add all these other 
things to us as He sees fit. We are not 
to be idle or lazy, but neither are we 
to strive and set our affections on mate-

The believer’s dependence on God will 
be seen in his trust in God for strength. 
He will recognize that his own strength 
is not only insufficient but very offen 
unreliable, and only when he is will- 
ing to reckon his own strength as naught, 
can God’s strength be made perfect, or 
complete, in his life (2 Cor. 12:97 Col. 
1:11; Isa. 40:29).

The believer’s dependence on God will 
be seen in his looking to God for satis- 
faction and refreshment rather than in 
seeking to find these in the world, or to 
create them by his own efforts (Isa. 58: 
11; 2 Cor. 3:4, 5). We forget sometimes 
that the One who created us knows bet- 
ter than we ourselves what things will 
make us truly happy and give lasting 
satisfaction. We refuse to yield every- 
thing to His keeping for fear we 
may miss something in life that we think 
will be very worth while and very en- 
joyable. Yet, as a matter of fact, it is 
only those things that God provides for 
us that really bring lasting joy. His 
invitation to us is, “O taste and see that 
the Lord is good: blessed is the man that 
trusteth in him” (Psa. 34:8), and, “No 
good thing will he withhold from them 
that walk uprightly” (Psa. 84:11); “At thy 
right hand there are pleasures for ever- 
more” (Psa. 16:11). 


The believer’s dependence on God will 
be seen in his turning to God for guid- 
ance and in his implicit obedience to God’s 
will the moment it is revealed. We have 
God’s definite promise to guide us with 
His eye (Psa. 32:8); He has. promised us 
wisdom when we lack it (Jas. 1:5). Is 
it not reasonable and sensible that we 
should turn to the One who has mapped 
our course for guidance in finding and 
pursuing it?

- The believer’s dependence upon God 
will be evidenced in his relief from 
anxious care and concern, or worry. He 
is not to be an insensible automaton, 
affected by nothing that touches him, 
but, taking God at His word, he is to cast 
all of his care upon Him, knowing that 
his Heavenly Father careth for him (1 
Pet, 5:7). He will have anxiety about 
nothing, but in all things with prayer 
and supplication will make his requests 
known to God, and will thereby find the 
peace that passeth ‘understanding gar- 
risoning his heart (Phil. 4:6). 

we 

The believer’s dependence on God will 
show in his lack of concern about mate- 
rial success. God has a prosperity and 
a good success for every believer, but 
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it is not measured by the same standard 
that the world uses. The prosperity of 
one believer may be in the midst of 
what the world calls poverty, but if it 
is the good success that God has prom- 
ised, the believer will be joyous and con- 
tent (Phil. 4:11). 

God gave to Joshua, you will recall, 
the secret of prosperity and success. It 
was to be strong and céurageous and to 
do God’s will above everything else, 
turning not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, and to meditate constantly 
upon God’s Word (Josh. 1:7, 8). If we are 
willing to meet God’s conditions, God will 
give to each of us the prosperity that 
cannot be affected by the stock market 
or by depression, and a success that does 
not depend upon the winds of popular 
favor or disapproval. Are you willing 
to try the way of dependence upon Him?

AST summer we used a plan that 

helped wonderfully in keeping up 
the attendance of our Sunday school 
during the time when a slump might 
reasonably have been expected. 

Our assembly is seated in two sec- 
tions, with a central and two side aisles. 
Classes sit together, occupying one or 
two rows of chairs, depending upon the 
size of the class. We have a class of 
boys, then behind them a class of girls, 
then a class of boys,—all in one sec- 
tion. The other section starts with girls, 
and then a class of boys, with girls at 
the back. This places classes of the same 
grade in relatively the same position, 
— younger ones at the front, eldest at 
the back. 

We elected two monitors, one for 
each section, to keep track of absentees 
and tardies. Then we appointed a moni- 
tor from each class to work with the 
head monitors. 

Each class had a banner saying, “We 
Are 100%.” But they put this up only 
when they had earned it for the day. 

Just before the soft music for start- 
ing the session began, each class moni-

of their rows and placed them next 
the side wall. Late-comers then had to 


pick up chairs for themselves and move, 


them quietly to places in their own 
rows. After one or two such experi- 
ences no pupil cared to be~caught being 
tardy. 

Those who were absent were noted, 
and the class monitor sent a card or 
called upon them during the week to 
check up and see what was the reason 
for an absence. They were reminded 
that their absence kept the class from 
putting up their banner for that day. 


There was a banner for the section 
that was ahead in attendance and punc- 
tuality. It passed from one side to the 
other when the monitors made their 
final check and decided which side had 
earned it. Decisions were made not by 
the number present and on time, but by 
the number of delinquents. The side with 
the smallest number of these got the ban- 
ner and kept it till it was proved that 
the other side was again ahead. 


All the pupils worked hard to have 
their class members present, for the 
honors were shared by classes as well 
as by sections. 


The plan requires very little time or 
record-making, for the monitors could 
count the tardies when the chairs were 
moved. The absentees on either side 
could be noted at a glance when there 
were no more tardies coming in. The 
banners were placed during the singing 
without disturbing anyone in the least. 
Recognition was given to the winning 
side in a very few words at the close 
of assembly.

HE Women’s Christian Temperance 

Union has issued its rules for the 
1944 Prize Contest for speeches to be 
used as temperance declamations. The 
generosity of Mrs. Ada Mohn-Landis, of 
Reading, Pa., makes it possible for the 
national organization to offer a first prize 
of $40 and a second of $20 for each of 
the two classes of manuscripts. The 
Senior declamations are to be used by 
adults and youths, and the Junior decla- 
mations by boys and girls under high 
school age, approximately ten to thir- 
teen years, not small children. Manu- 
scripts written by children are not de- 
sired.. The Senior speeches should be

With the New Books 


Life by the Son. By Donald Grey 
Barnhouse, D.D. (Revelation Publica- 
tions, 300 S. 17th St., Philadelphia, $1.) 
Five Bible readings given by Dr. Barn- 
house at the British Keswick Conven- 
tion constitute the five chapters of this 
useful and practical handbook on the 
Christian life. They are founded firmly 
on the Scriptures, with frequent quo- 
tations, and illuminated by very telling 
illustrations from everyday life. The 
chapter titles are simple and clear: “As- 
surance,” “Knowledge,” “Cleansing,” 
“Walking,” and finally, “Lessons from 
Drunkenness.” . The first four have sub- 
titles, suggesting that they set forth con- 
cerning experimental holiness the prac- 
tical foundation, road, gate, “and 
maintenance. The chapter on Assurance 
is particularly strong, and should lead 
any doubting Christian into the liberty 
of the Gospel. In discussing, “Knowl- 
edge,” Dr. Barnhouse shows what the 
new birth does for a Christian. The 
third chapter sets forth God’s provision 
for the instant forgiveness and cleansing 
of sin, even in the Christian. The chap- 
ter on “Walking” is quite subjective, and 
describes a practical plan that Dr. Barn- 
house has worked out in his own life 
and which he has found to be successful 
in maintaining communion with God. 
Since it comes straight from his heart, 
it will doubtless touch responsive chords 
in many other hearts. “Lessons from 
Drunkenness” contrasts the false and 
fleeting pleasures not only of wine 
drinking, but all worldly stimulants for 
body or mind, with the peace, joy, and 
power that come through ‘the infilling 
of the Spirit. Dr. Barnhouse knows his 
Bible very thoroughly and uses it well, 
and has a gift for finding striking illus- 
trations of spiritual truth in 9 
familiar to us all. 


“By My Spirit.” By Jonathan Goforth. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., $1.) “For our God is a 
consuming fire” is a text that burns with 
new meaning for those who follow Dr. 
Goforth in his revival tours through 
Manchuria, Korea, and China. For the 
thousands touched and changed in these 
meetings were brought so evidently un- 
der the power of the Holy Spirit that 
human instrumentality seemed-hardly to 
be needed. The account shows, however, 
that God did use His servant, since the 
period began with self-judgment, with 
intensive study of the Word and of every 
revival book available, then with care- 
ful preparation of the messages, backed 
by full-grown faith and prayer. 

The chronicle does not include those 
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‘addresses, but is rather a narrative of 


the meetings and their results. In each 
case Dr. Goforth spoke simply and with- 
out ostentation, though often God came 
in such power that he was unable to 
continue more than a few moments. 
After he had finished, the meeting was 
thrown open for prayer. Sometimes the 
confessions were given kneeling in the 
audience, but usually standing, the re- 
pentant believers often crowding onto 
the platform to face the people with 
their broken confessions of everything 
from petty thievery to murder. This was 
followed, naturally, by a tremendous in- 
gathering of the heathen. 

More than fourteen years have passetl 
since THe Sunpay ScuHoot Times re- 
viewed this remarkable book as pub- 
lished in England. But every page still 
melts the heart with penitence and 
praise, and all who read it before will 
rejoice in this new and attractive Amer- 
ican edition. It is a “must” in the min- 
ister’s library, and at least one denomi- 
national missionary society has used it 
for the annual study book. 


Christian Worker’s Manual. By J. J. 
Pease. (Zondervan Publishing House, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., 50 cents.) This 
manual is written for pastors, teachers, 
and evangelists. It is an effort to aid 
the Christian worker in practical, every- 
day problems. It is not an exposition of 
Scripture. It is not a presentation of 
doctrine. To some, this may be a dis- 
appointment. 

The author places his emphasis on the 
response of the servant to the call of 
God. We should give nothing less than 
our best to Him. “Believing that what 
has helped one can help another, I pass 
along to the reader something of what 
has encouraged me during the past years 
in pastoral and evangelistic work.” Do 
you know life’s greatest power, and how 
to secure it? Does God actually call 
men into Christian service today? Why 
are many pastors without a church? How 
may one have a long pastorate? What 
are the responsibilities of a church 
toward its pastor? This manual gives 
helpful answers to all these questions.

tioned in the succeeding verses. Faith 
in God made him fearless, and the 
strength of the invisible God made him 
strong. Obedience is always due more 
to spiritual than natural causes. Are 
you obeying the will of God because 
you know and trust God? Paay for all 
summer Bible conferences. 


Thurs.—Joshua 1:1-9. God Calls Joshua. 

Prayer Succestions: “As I was with 
Moses, so I- will be with thee.” As it 
has well been said: “God buries His 
workmen, but He carries on His work.” 
One leader falls in battle, and another 
is appointed to lead the hosts to victory. 
If we fear for the Church of God in this 
time of crisis, let us remember Christ 
is Head of the Church, and that all down 
the -centuries He has taken care of His 
own cause.
